History  of  (Class  nf  1043 


It  was  on  a  September  morning  in  1939  that  a 
group  of  dignified,  self-composed  young  people  first 
entered  the  hallowed  halls  of  Boyden  High  School. 
They  were  considering  attending  school  there,  and 
the  faculty,  naturally  flattered  at  the  prospect,  was 
anxiously  endeavoring  to  make  a  good  impression. 
After  considering  the  merits  of  the  school  thoroughly, 
the  young  people  decided  to  stay;  and  thus  arrived 
the  Class  of  '43. 

Realizing  the  value  of  organization,  the  Freshman 
Class  of  1939  elected:  Nancy  Eagle  as  president, 
Betty  Hennessee  as  vice-president,  Doris  Hand  as 
secretary,  and  Jimmie  Peeler  as  treasurer.  Their 
ability  as  a  class  was  proved  by  the  large  number 
of  freshmen  who  were  on  the  honor  roll  during 
that  year.  The  year  1939  was  also  outstanding  in  the 
annals  of  the  class  because  that  was  the  year  that 
Ann  Marie  met  Vernon. 

But  "tempus  fugit",  and  "fugits"  fast,  and  before 
long  the  freshmen  became  the  sophomores  of 
Boyden  High  School.  That  year  our  officers  were: 
Bob  Weant,  president;  Owen  Weant,  vice-president; 
James  Spry,  secretary;  and  Tommy  Yoe,  treasurer. 
The  dramatic  ability  of  the  class  was  exemplified 
in  a  comedy,  "Keeping  Kitty's  Dates."  The  sopho¬ 
more  girls  were  hockey,  basketball,  and  archery 
champions  for  the  school  and  tied  with  the  juniors 
for  the  athletic  cup.  As  individuals,  too,  the  class 
was  making  progress.  Sara  Rodgers  was  second 
violinist  in  the  All-State  orchestra,  and  Rosamond 
Putzel  was  an  alternate  on  the  debating  team. 

However,  in  our  junior  year,  taking  full  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  greater  opportunities  open  to  upper¬ 
classmen,  the  Boyden  High  graduating  class  of 
1943  greatly  advanced  itself  and  the  school  by  out¬ 
standing  service.  Three  juniors  were  members  of 
the  debating  club,  eighteen  were  in  the  band,  and 
thirteen  were  in  the  student  council.  Many  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  class  also  served  on  the  traffic  squad, 
and  twelve  juniors  were  on  the  honor  roll  during 
the  first  semester.  Eleven  members  of  the  class 
assisted  in  issuing  the  Yellow  Jacket. 

There  were  several  outstanding  individual  accom¬ 
plishments,  too.  Six  juniors  entered  the  high  school 
mathematics  contest  and  one  of  these  papers,  being 
judged  the  best  in  the  school,  was  sent  to  the  state 
contest.  During  observation  of  Fire  Prevention  Week, 
James  Spry  received  the  prize  for  the  best  poster 
submitted  by  any  student  in  the  city  schools.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  that  class  were  in  the  All-State  orchestra; 
Sara  Rodgers  was  named  first  violinist;  William 
Greene,  second  bass;  and  Ellen  Hudson,  first  tympani 
(drums,  to  you).  Also  in  the  State  Music  Contest, 
Nancy  Eagle  was  awarded  a  rating  of  one  in  the 
Class  A  piano  group. 

In  January  of  1942,  two  junior  initiates  were 
tapped  for  membership  in  the  Hi-Y,  making  eleven 
boys  of  our  class  in  that  organization.  A  few  weeks 
later,  nine  juniors  were  inducted  into  the  National 
Honor  Society.  These  were:  Patsy  Foutz,  Nancy 
Eagle,  Betty  Hope  Willard,  Anne  Julian,  Rosamond 


Putzel,  Martha  Lou  Heitman,  James  Spry,  Randolph 
Earnhardt,  and  Jimmie  Peeler.  At  the  State  Honor 
Society  convention,  some  of  these  represented  our 
school;  Rosamond  Putzel  was  elected  secretary  of 
the  state  organization. 

Boyden's  success  in  the  football  season  of  1941 
may  be  attributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
efforts  of  the  eight  juniors  who  received  letters 
and  stars  for  participation  in  that  sport.  Also  for 
athletic  activity,  twelve  girls  won  awards. 

A  highly  successful  Junior-Senior  Prom  ended  that 
year,  during  which  we  had  advanced  far  under 
the  leadership  of  these  officers:  Patsy  Foutz,  presi¬ 
dent;  Delmer  Sapp,  vice-president;  Nancy  Eagle, 
secretary;  and  Owen  Weant,  treasurer. 

And  so,  at  last,  the  time  had  arrived  for  us  to 
become  the  senior  class  of  Boyden  High  School. 
To  lead  us  through  this,  the  most  important  year 
of  all,  we  chose:  as  president,  Henry  Bernhardt 
(with  Patty  as  First  Lady);  as  vice-president,  Wilbur 
McFarland;  as  secretary,  Martha  Lou  Heitman;  and 
as  treasurer,  Tucker  McDaniel. 

Of  the  five  most  important  student  body  officers, 
four  were  members  of  the  senior  class,  these  being: 
Bob  Weant,  president;  Henry  Bernhardt,  first  vice- 
president;  Ann  Marie  Rendleman,  secretary;  and 
Jimmie  Peeler,  treasurer. 

Eighteen  members  of  the  senior  class  were  on  the 
Yellow  Jacket  staff;  twenty-two  were  on  the  Victory 
Corps  Council.  Again  many  of  the  boys  of  our  class 
did  outstanding  work  on  the  football  team. 

The  senior  class  elected  as  members  of  the  annual 
staff:  Henry  Bernhardt,  editor-in-chief;  Ann  Marie 
Rendleman,  managing  editor;  Nancy  Eagle  and 
Arcus  Morris,  literary  editors;  William  Greene  and 
Hillery  Rink,  business  managers;  Max  Whitley, 
sports  editor;  and  Marion  Pitts,  art  editor. 

As  class  day  officers,  we  selected:  Henry  Bern¬ 
hardt  as  lawyer,  Patsy  Foutz  as  prophet,  William 
Greene  as  statistician,  and  Rosamond  Putzel  as 
historian. 

And  now,  the  hour  approaches  when  we  must 
leave  Boyden  High  School,  never  again  to  return 
as  a  part  of  it.  We,  the  Class  of  1943,  in  parting, 
speak  to  you  these  words  of  an  unknown  poet: 

"There  is  a  word,  of  Grief  the  sounding  token, 
There  is  a  word  bejeweled  with  bright  tears, 
The  saddest  word  fond  lips  have  ever  spoken, 

A  little  word  that  breaks  the  chain  of  years; 
Its  utterance  must  ever  bring  emotion, 

The  memories  it  crystals  cannot  die, 

'Tis  known  in  every  land,  on  every  occasion — 

'Tis  called  'Good-bye'."

On  the  next  stage,  we  found 
them  recording  a  real  life  scene  which  would  prob¬ 
ably  make  history.  Delmer  Sapp,  now  a  barber,  had 
that  heartbreaker,  Willie  Shaver,  in  the  chair  and 
was  really  working  on  him.  I  almost  dropped  my 
teeth  when  I  saw  who  was  working  on  the  next 
set.  It  was  that  wolf  of  all  time,  Jim  Laughridge, 
and  he  had  two  lovely  leading  ladies,  Rita  and 
Juanita  Hayworth.  We  walked  on  down  the  hall. 
Three  once  familiar  and  now-famous  figures  passed 
us,  and  a  long,  low  whistle  escaped  from  two 
nearby  sailors,  J.  T.  Cauble  and  Calvin  Gosney. 
The  good  looking  blonde,  brunette,  and  red  headed 
actresses  were  none  other  than  Frances  Archie, 
Kathleen  Haynes  and  Mary  Ruth  Yost.  Lo  hadn't 
finished  her  interview  yet,  but  she  received  a  tele¬ 
gram  and  had  to  leave  on  the  run.  I  don't  know  what 
it  said,  but  it  must  have  been  terribly  important 
for  William  Ingold,  the  president  of  the  Western 
Union,  delivered  it  in  person.

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The  Victory  Corps  Council  is  what  was  formerly 
known  as  the  student  council.  When  the  student  body 
voted  to  change  their  organization  to  the  Victory  Corps 
for  the  duration  of  the  war,  the  old  student  council 
was  changed  to  the  Victory  Corps  Council. 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  the  usual  duties  and 
activities  placed  on  the  governing  center  of  a  student 
group,  the  Victory  Corps  Council  introduced  a  number 
of  new  activities  which  they  thought  would  help  the 
war  effort.  The  Traffic  Committee  went  to  work  turning 
off  lights,  in  the  halls,  when  not  in  use,  and  they  kept 
all  the  outside  doors  of  the  building  closed.  This  helped 
to  conserve  electricity  and  heat  at  a  time  when  there 
was  a  shortage. 


Several  campaigns  or  drives  were  sponsored.  In  a 
Victory  Book  Campaign,  102  books  were  collected  for 
men  in  service.  The  school  participated  in  a  scrap 
paper  drive  as  well  as  a  drive  for  all  other  scrap. 

One  of  the  most  important  committees  of  the  Victory 
Corps  Council  is  the  one  that  handles  the  buying  and 
selling  of  War  Stamps  and  Bonds  in  the  school.  Stu¬ 
dents  started  out  with  a  goal  of  $10,000,  raised  it  to 
$25,000,  and  reached  the  last  goal  before  the  end  of 
the  year. 

As  a  summary  of  the  work  they  had  carried  on,  the 
council  gave  a  radio  and  P.-T.-S.  A.  program  in  March, 
explaining  activities.  Also,  when  they  were  observed 
by  the  Evaluation  Committee  when  it  visited  the  school, 
the  Victory  Corps  Council  members  were  commended 
highly.

‘Conference  games 
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Came  the  end  of  August,  and  most  Boyden  students  were 
still  enjoying  a  daily  swim,  and  Pepsi-Colas  galore — that  is 
all  but  some  thirty-odd  males  who  aspired  to  give  the  old 
school  a  winning  football  team. 

The  squad  was  green  and  pretty  scrawny,  but  that  was 
neither  unusual  nor  disheartening  to  Coaches  Bill  Ludwig  and 
Bob  Culton,  for,  if  we  aren't  mistaken,  most  Boyden  grid 
machines  start  the  season  labeled  as  such. 

The  middle  of  September  rolled  around,  and  a  month  of 
good  hard  practice  had  moulded  the  thirty-odd  green,  scrawny 
boys  into  one  of  the  finest  football  teams  ever  to  grace  Boyden 
uniforms.  First  came  a  practice  game  with  Mooresville.  The 
Yellow  Jackets,  a  little  off-form,  took  the  curtain-raiser  12-0. 

Then  came  Grey  High,  a  highly  publicized  team  from 
Winston-Salem.  The  Jackets  un-publicized  the  same  in  a  28-0 
rout.  Next  came  the  crew  from  the  Davidson  county  seat — 
Lexington.  With  the  sting  of  previous  defeats  at  the  hands  of 
the  boys  from  across  the  river  still  in  their  ears,  the  locals 
copped  19-6. 

The  Ludwig-men,  with  three  victories  under  their  belts  and 
helmets,  journeyed  to  Gastonia  for  their  first  conference  tilt. 
Anyhow,  it  was  a  long  ride  back  after  a  heart-breaking  9-13 
loss. 

Albemarle  then  caught  the  locals  on  the  rebound  and  came 
cut  on  the  short  end  of  a  21-0  score.  Next  came  a  trip  to 
Winston-Salem  to  meet  Reynolds,  Incidentally  this  time  the  ride 
back  was  a  swell  one,  for  our  boys  copped  that  one  20-6.  J.  D. 
Porter's  educated  toe  played  a  big  part  in  beating  Tom  Brown's 
boys — getting  off  several  70  yard  boots  and  compiling  an 
average  of  better  than  46  yards  for  the  night. 

The  following  week,  a  record  breaking  crowd  watched  the 
improved  Jackets  pull  the  season's  biggest  upset  by  edging 
out  High  Point's  Black  Bison  19-13.  Our  margin  of  victory 
came  in  the  last  30  seconds  when  Watkins  intercepted  a  flat- 


pass  and  ran  70  yards  to  glory  and  also  to  his  second  t-d 
for  the  game. 

The  next  weekend  resulted  in — no  tires — no  game  with 
Burlington.  They  needed  a  rest  anyway,  for  next  came  Greens¬ 
boro.  Not  only  were  Coach  Jameson's  boys  the  toughest  on 
the  Boyden  schedule,  but  were  out  for  revenge  as  well.  It 
wasn't  our  time  to  win,  and  we  didn't.  We  lost  that  one  to  the 
tune  of  13-7,  only  after  giving  the  Purple  Whirlwinds  one  of 
their  toughest  games. 

Homecoming  Day  and  we  met  Barium's  scrappy  Orphans. 
The  visitors  were  having  an  off-year,  and  it  was  only  fitting 
that  we  have  an  off-day.  The  Jackets  did  just  that,  winning 
by  only  20-0. 

The  season's  finale — we  meet  Central  from  Charlotte.  It  was 
our  first  meeting  in  several  years,  and,  if  the  Wildcats  have 
their  way,  it  might  be  our  last  one  for  several  years.  We 
won  13-0. 

This  was  probably  the  best  record  hung-up  in  many  seasons 
by  a  Boyden  grid  team.  Coach  Bill  Ludwig's  teams  never 
were  the  kind  to  run  up  a  big  score  at  the  others  teams' 
expense;  therefore  the  scores  alone  do  not  give  a  true  picture 
of  the  season's  play.  Though  the  Yellow  Jackets  won  most 
of  their  games  by  decisive  scores,  and  their  losses  were  by 
small  margins,  the  real  strength  of  the  1943  Boyden  High 
football  team  can  be  revealed  only  by  the  following  statistics: 
They  rolled  up  79  first  downs  to  their  opposition's  61,  and 
scored  168  points,  while  holding  their  opponents  to  a  mere  51. 
They  gained  1,302  yards  on  the  march  to  their  foes'  750. 
Though  the  Jackets  did  not  rely  heavily  on  a  passing  attack, 
they  completed  29  out  of  52  attempts,  good  for  298  yards  and 
an  average  of  .468.  The  locals'  defense  against  aerials  proved 
to  be  very  good,  as  their  opponents  completed  only  31  out 
of  89,  while  they  had  12  intercepted.

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The  '43  Jackets  were  as  unpredictable  as  the  showers  in 
April.  They  ranged  from  hot  to  cold  throughout  the  season 
and  at  its  termination,  the  local  quint  had  compiled  only  a 
mediocre  record. 

According  to  pre-season  dope,  the  Jackets '  were  odds-on 
favorites  to  cop  the  conference  crown.  The  squad  was  knee- 
deep  in  talent,  with  five  lettermeji  and  a  host  of  players  with 
limited  experience  returning. 

Coach  Bob  Culton's  charges  promptly  lived  up  to  these 
speculations  by  grabbing  the  first  two  tilts  from  a  green 
Barium  Springs  team  by  scores  of  34  to  20,  and  44  to  25. 

Local  patrons  were  further  pleased  when  the  Jackets  upset 
the  highly  favored  Salisbury  All-Stars  48  to  41  as  Center 
"Tuck"  Gudger  got  21  points. 

Next  came  High  Point's  Black  Bison,  who  kept  right  on 
going — straight  to  conference  and  state  titles.  After  losing  a 
thriller  to  High  Point's  "Zoot  City  Five"  by  a  score  of  44  to  38, 
the  home  boys  coasted  to  victories  over  Reynolds  and  Lexing¬ 
ton.  The  two  games  with  the  latter  were  rough,  to  say  the 
least,  and  left  the  "Cultonmen"  in  poor  shape  for  the  two 


games  with  Greensboro  that  followed. 

In  the  series  with  the  Gate  City  team,  the  locals  turned 
"frigid"  and  apparently  got  "stage  fright,"  for  they  dropped 
both  encounters:  There,  23  to  25,  in  an  extra  period;  and  here, 
26  to  36. 

The  next  opponents  for  the  "off  and  on"  Jackets  were  Rey¬ 
nolds  (Tom  Brown's  boys)  and  once  again,  the  revenge  seeking 
All-Stars.  Both  bowed  to  the  "Black  and  Gold";  Reynolds  by 
a  score  of  27  to  19,  and  the  All-Stars,  to  the  tune  of  29  to  27. 

The  curtain  rang  down  on  regular  season  play  with  the 
"Zoot  City"  boys  soundly  trouncing  the  Yellow  Jackets  46  to  22 
in  the  furniture  city. 

All  in  all,  it  wasn't  a  poor  season,  for  the  Boyden  boys  had 
their  "big"  moments:  beating  the  All-Stars  twice,  taking  Gas¬ 
tonia  for  a  ride  in  the  tournament,  and  Harlan  Gudger's  making 
the  All-Conference  team,  and  Tucker  McDaniel's  making  the 
second  team. 

They  didn't  win  the  championship,  nor  all  their  games,  but 
they  gave  'em  all  a  fit,  and  never  lost  that  spirit  that  marks 
all  Boyden  High  athletic  teams.

Boyden  High  School,  for  the  first 
time,  felt  the  grim  reality  of  the 
current  war  Tuesday,  February  23, 
when  word  was  received  here  of 
the  death  of  A.  M.  M.,  3c,  Robert 
Wingate,  ’42.  Wingate  was  killed  in¬ 
stantly  when  the  plane  in  which  he 
was  flying  failed  to  pull  out  of  a  dive 
while  practicing  dive  bombing  near 
the  Norfolk  Naval  Air  Station. 

He  was  one  of  those  responsible 
for  the  success  of  The  Yellow  Jack¬ 
et  as  a  printed  paper.  He  served  as 
its  managing  editor  until  he  left  for 
the  Naval  Air  Corps.  Outstanding 
in  sports,  Robert  took  part  in  foot¬ 
ball,  basketball,  and  won  his  letter 
in  golf.  Wingate  was  a  cheerleader 
during  his  last  two  years.  He  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Senior  Hi-Y 
Club  and  a  member  of  the  band. 


School  Likely  To  Close 
Due  to  Lack  of 
Leadership 

The  night  of  May  28  will  mark 
the  biggest  loss  Boyden  High  School 
has  ever  had.  The  greatest  class 
ever  to  graduate  from  Boyden  will 
be  walking  down  the  aisle  for  the 
last  time  in  their  high  school  ca¬ 
reers. 

So  great  is  the  loss  that  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  other  students  are  pulling 
out  their  hair  wondering  what  they 
will  do  for  leadership  next  year. 
Never  before  in  its  history  has  Boy¬ 
den  had  a  graduating  class  that  will 
take  with  it  so  many  important 
school  figures.

The  Jackets, 
this  past  season  were  light  but  very 
fast,  with  a  lightning  attack  which 
proved  too  much  for  their  oppo¬ 
nents.

The  Jackets  chalked 
up  168  points  to  the  opponents’  51 
and  yielded  very  little  yardage  to 
opposition.  The  locals  have  decisive 
wins  over  Mooresville,  12-0;  Gray, 
28-0;  Lexington,  19-6;  Albemarle, 
21-0;  Reynolds,  20-6;  High  Point, 
19-13;  Barium,  20-0;  and  Charlotte, 
13-0;  and  losses  to  Gastonia,  13-9, 
and  Greensboro,  13-7,  who  tied  for 
Western  Conference  Championship. 
They  took  79  first  downs  to  their 
opponents’  61  and  gained  1,302  yards. 


Boyden  Cagers 
Win  9  And  Lose  4 

The  Jackets  of  1942-’43  won  8 
games  and  dropped  4  in  the  regular 
seasonal  play.  They  went  to  the 
tourney  in  High  Point,  won  the  first 
game  from  Gastonia,  and  went  down 
before  High  Point  and  Reynolds,  to 
make  the  total  9  wins  and  6  losses. 
This  record  does  not  look  too  good, 
but  the  Jackets  played  good  ball 
and  beat  some  high  ranking  teams. 
The  Jackets  started  off  hot  by  tak¬ 
ing  the  first  3  tilts,  2  from  Barium 
and  1  from  the  Salisbury  All-Stars. 
Then  they  ran  up  against  the  zone 
defense  of  High  Point  and  fell  vic¬ 
tim  to  a  44-38  defeat.  Boyden  came 
back  and  whipped  Reynolds  once: 
Lexington  twice;  then  Greensboro 
took  two  tight  contests.  The  locals 
won  two  more  as  they  beat  Rey¬ 
nolds  and  the  All-Stars  again,  but 
again  fell  back  against  the  power¬ 
house  from  High  Point.  The  Bison 
went  on  to  the  tournament  to  win 
the  Conference  Crown  and  later 
copped  the  State  title  from  Durham 
High  School  very  easily. 


War  Conditions  Curtail 
Track  And  Baseball 

Boyden  High’s  athletic  program 
felt  the  brunt  of  the  war  today  as 
its  athletic  directors  announced  that 
there  would  be  no  varsity  track, 
baseball,  or  any  other  spring  sports 
as  has  been  the  custom.  The  diffi¬ 
culties  of  securing  transportation 
and  equipment  have  made  these 
sports  hardly  possible,  but  an  intra¬ 
mural  program  has  been  arranged 
to  stimulate  some  good  wholesome 
inter-class  competition.  This  intra¬ 
mural  program  should  take  the 
place  of  these  sports;  Boyden  will 
probably  see  no  spring  program  for 
the  duration.
